Mr. C. D. Taylor, prominent Pal­ 
atine citizen, and a 
member 
of 
many Masonic bodies, died Friday 
night and laid to 
rest 
by 
his 
brother, Sir Knights of St. Elmo 
Commandery, in impressive cere­ 
monies Monday afternoon. 
C. D. Taylor was born in Chicago 
in 1854, son of J. S. and E. IL Tay­ 
lor. 
He began his business experi­ 
ence as cash boy, at the age of elev­ 
en years, at Potter Palmer’s old 
iron front store on Lake street, 
which he followed what time he 
was not at school, until he entered 
Bryan and Stratton’s Business Col­ 
lege. 
After completing his course, 
he was employed for about three 
years as timekeeper for his father, 
^who was an extensive contractor. 
in June, 1871, he entered, the ser­ 
vice of the fire department and j 
served on the force until after the 
Chicago fire, when he was appoint­ 
ed purchasing agent for the North 
Division Relief and Aid 
Society, 
which position he filled for 
two 
years. 
He then w'as employed by 
the Michigan Central railroad as 
car recorder, which he followed for 
two and one half years. 
He then 
entered the employ of L. C. Hach- 
smuth & Co., as 
salesman 
and 
.stockkeeper, and where he remain­ 
ed until 1879, w'hen he became a 
partner in the firm of IL J. Hip- 
well & Co., an established 
coat 
manufacturing business, located on 
the corner of Tw'elfth and Clinton 
streets. 
He was married in 1880 to Miss 
Emma IL French, daughter of E. 
B. and M. L. French. 
Mr. Taylor later engaged in pri­ 
vate enterprises iii Palatine. 
A f­ 
ter his election as director in the 
Court of Honor fraternal society, 
he was in charge of their Chicago 
office and gave his entire business 
attention to that society. 
This so­ 
ciety was latter affiliated with the 
Springfield Life Insurance Co., of 
Springfield and Mr. Taylor contin­ 
ued his w'ork with that organiza­ 
tion. 
Mr. Taylor was as busy in fra­ 
ternal activities as in private life. 
While he was actively interested 
in fraternal insurance, as repre­ 
sented by the Court of Honor, the 
Maccabees, Modern Woodmen and 
Mystic Workers, in all of which he 
was a member, he gave nearly 
a 
life time of service to the Masonic 
order. 
He became a Master Mason 
of Palatine Lodge No. 314 A. F. 
& A. M., May 15, 1886. Two years 
latter he received his Royal Arch 
degree in Chapter No. 96, at Elgin, 
111., and May 16, of that same year 
be became a Sir Knight as a mem­ 
ber of Bethel Commandery No. 36 
in Elgin. 
He w'as a charter mem­ 
ber of St. Elmo Commandery No. 
65, of Irving Park and served as 
its commander in 1908-9. 
He be­ 
came a Noble of the Mystic Shrine 
in 1904; select master in Silom 
Council No. 53 in 1909; and S. P. 
R S 32 degree, in Oriental con­ 
sistory, April 30, 1911. 
In many 
of these he held various 
offices, 
per ving his home Masonic Lodge as 
Master, 1902 to 1906, and as its 
secretary over 25 years.

Queen, the Pure Milk Association 
now controls a majority of Chica­ 
go’s regular milk supply and mem­ 
bers of the organization are 
de­ 
manding recognition and a definite 
place in their market structure. 
“After spending over a month 
in negotiations” 
says 
President 
McQueen, “It becomes increasingly 
clear that drastic action must bs 
taken before producers will be able 
to gain their objective.” 
At the meeting on October IO, 
it is planned to present to pro­ 
ducers the actual condition 
that 
they must face and a definite plan 
that will correct these conditions 
and induce dealers to yield to the 
organization in their demands. Ac­

these demands are: 
1. Recognition of the organiza­ 
tion as a sales agency for all pro­ 
ducers and arbitration of all dis­ 
putes over the price of milk. 
2. Producers demand the right to 
enter plants to check weights and 
tests. 
3. A buving plan that will induce 
and pay for even production, and 
recognize and dispose of surplus 
milk. 
4. The reorganization of the in­ 
spection system with the coopera­ 
tion of the organization to 
bring 
about higher quality in milk ami 
cream. 
5. Producer and dealer coopera­ 
tion to bring about increased con­ 
sumption and a knowledge of the 
value of milk.

■Entitled “The True Story of 
Twenty Million Dollars,” the state­ 
ment as issued by Charles F. Mans­ 
field, Jr., of Springfield, traces the 
development of sentiment in Illinois 
for forest, game and fish preserves 
and 
public shooting, fishing 
and 
recreation grounds in Illinois. Mr. 
Mansfield is executive secretary of 
the Illinois Conservation and Flood 
Control association. 
“Originating in Belleville, 111.,” 
said the statement “at the annual 
meeting of the Illinois Sportsman’s 
League in May, 1926, as a $25,000,- 
000 bond issue for reforestation, re­ 
duced in amount by the Izaak Wal­ 
ton League and other sportsmen’s 
organization; 
broadenen 
by the 
State Federation of Labor to meet 
the needs of the average man or 
w’oman; 
introduced in the Fifty* 
fifth General Assembly 
by 
Rep. 
Thomas 
Curran of Chicago, and 
passed by an overwhelming 
ma­ 
jority, we have submitted to the 
voters of IlliffrttS**on November 6‘, 
1928, the greatest and moat com­ 
prehensive conservation program 
ever presented to the people of the 
State—the twenty 
million dollar
